However, sections <213> of both sequences list that the sequences are Mus musculus or Homo 
sapiens in origin. This is incorrect, because said sequences are artificial (eg. they are antisense primers listed in the 5' to 3' 
direction). Thus section <213> needs to be changed in the paper and CRF copy to indicate that said sequences are artificial. It 
also appears that further description of said sequences as antisense primers would be required in section <223>.
